Feed Supply 


Getting Started Righ Right Will Help to 
Avoid Shortage. 

The most important thing to con- 
sider this time of year is the amount 
and kind of feed we have for the win- 
ter and how it compares with the 
number of stock we have to feed it 
to. The feed and the stock should 
be in proportion and if they are not, 
now is the best tinre to make them 
so, cither by arranging for more feed 
or by disposing of some of the stock. 

A cow will require from 20 to 30 
pounds of hay or hay and fodder a 
day, or if fed silage, from 10 to 15 
pounds of hay and from 30 to 40 
pounds of silage. They will require 
grain in proportion to the kind of 
roughage used (hay, fodder, silage, 
etc.,, the poorer the rotighage the 
more grain required) and also in pro- 
portion to the amount of milk pro- 
duced. With good clover or alfalfa, 
hay and corn silage, a cow producing 
20 pounds or less of milk a day need 
not be fed grain. 

To get at the amount of feed we 
have on hand we may estimate 500 
cubic feet of hay in a ton, A cubic 
foot of silage in the silo (average 
from top to bottom) may be estimat- 
ed at 40 pounds. A bundle of fod- 
der corn weighs from 8 to 12 pounds. 
}We can eSiiinate .the-amount of feed 
| we have on hand, figure out how 
much we are feeding daily or how 
much we should feed, and get start- 
led right. It is a lot better than to 
find the feed running out about the 
middle of March.

Huiterite Colony is in a Prosperous 
i Condition, 
While there is a feeling of depres- 

sion among the farmers generally 

over falling prices for farm produce, 


there is at least one community in 
Southern Alberta to which this docs 
not apply, says a correspondent of the 
Lethbridge Herald. This is the Hut- 
terite colony at Rayley, Alberta, 
which settled here in 1917, This col- 
ony, which numbers ninety-cight men, 
woren and children presented a scene 
of great activity when visited recent- 
ly. All the threshing for the year 
had been completed, about four hun- 
dred acres of fall ploughing had been 
done, and the men of the community 
were busy at the time erecting a fine 
horse barn which will stable. about 
seventy-five horses together with, lofts 
which wil accommodate a year’s feed 
supply. 

On their five thousand acre ranch 
this year, the members of this colony 
harvested thirty thousand bushels of 
wheat, ten thousand bushels of oats 
and about five thousand bushels of 
rye barley and other grains. One 
field of six hundred acres of summer- 
fallow yielded about thirty-five bus- 
hels to the acre—one of the best 
crops reported in Southern Alberta 
this year. The manager of the col- 
ony displayed foresight when, at 
threshing time, he, loaded his wheat 
through the elevators to the cars and 
sold as soon as cach car was loaded. 
The colony owng its own threshing 
outfit and had plenty of labor, thus 
being able to put the crop on the mar- 
ket carly in September with the result 
that it was sold for an Average of 
$2.55 per bushel, making the wheat 
returns from this ranch for this year 
about $102,000. This represents one 
thousand dollars for every man, wom- 
an and child in the colony. 


But wheat is not the only source of 
revenue on the ranch. It has the 
largest flock of domestic geese own- 
ed on one ranch in the province of 
Alberta, Between three hundred 
fifty and four hundred head of these 
fowl had gathered for their evening 
meal at the time of the visit, and they 
presented a sight to feast the eyes on, 
At going. prices the flock represented 
at least one thousand dollars. All 


geese which are carried over for next 
year's breeding will be picked twice 


during the summer. Those that are 
sold this fall for the Christmas mdr- 
ket will be picked at the ranch, and 
thus the supply of feathers for the 
feather mattresses, to which the Hut- 
terites are understood to be very par- 
tial, will be provided. 

A grist mill is another industry 
which this colony boasts. ‘TDhe mill, 
which has capacity of about twenty- 
barrels a day, has been busy ever 
since threshing started, grinding flour 
for the Rayley and other Hutterite 
colonies in) Southern Alberta and also 
grist for farmers who bring their 
wheat from points as high as twenty- 
five miles distant to be ground. Farm- 
ers who bring their grist take home 
their flour, bran and shorts, getting 
all the bye-products and paying a cer- 
tain sum for the grinding: The mil- 
ler told the visitor that he expected to 
keep the mill running throughout the 
winter. 
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During the long winter days. when 
there is little farm work for so many 
people to do the people are not idle, 
they occupy themselves with other 
work. At the mill there were on 
sale brooms that were made by mem- 
bers of the colony last winter. The 
broom corn is shipped in but all the 
work of fashioning the brooms was 
performed on the ranch, The in- 
come from this industry is not large, 
but it is something and it, is better 
than idleness, In fact, practically, 
everything that is used on the ranch 
is grown and manufactured there, 
This summer the women of tlie col- 
ony planted and looked after a ten 
acre garden which will supply the | 
tables this winter. It takes a lot to 
feed ninety-eight people, but the gar- 
den produced it, Even musk melons 
were grown and ripened, while cu- 
cuthbers with the dill for making of 
dill pickles were produced in abund- 
ance.

Sir Arthur Pearson Says Head Turns | 
Instinctively Toward Sun. 

Why does a blind man generally 
walk with his head thrown back? Sir 
Arthur Pearson, chairman of the 
Bl.nded Soldiers’ and: Sailors’ Hostel, 
writes: “Three years ago I found my-|} 
sclf getting in the habit of walking 
along with my face turned towards | 
the sky. I asked peop'e who walked 
with me to give me a little tap on 
the back of the head as a reminder of | 
what I was doing, for the action was 
performed quite unconsciously. Just 
lately I have again found myself apt 
to throw my head back when walk-| 
ing about. Curiously cnough, the 
tendency never scems to come on one 
unless walking, and that out of doors. 
I think a poss ble explanation may be 
that though, so far as the blind man

German Naval Officers

Former German naval officers, even 
those who served on German war- 
ships in the battle of Jutland, are in 
disgrace in Germany, some of 
them who have arrived in England.

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Straw Lining e 
For Hen House 


Absorbs Moisture, Prevents White 
Frost and Can be Removed at 
Intervals, 

One of the greatest problems that 
poultrymen are confronted with dur- 
ing the winter months is to keep the 
walls and ceiling of the hen building 
free from frost, and to keep the in- 
side of the building free from mois- 
ture of any kind, The experience 
of hundreds of poultry men goes tog. 
show that moisture and drafts are two 
of the greatest hindrances to success- 
ful winter egg production, while, on 
the other hand a low temperature, as 
long as there is no moisture, does not 
cause any serious results, 

Several different kinds of ventila- 
tors have been designed to eliminate 
moisture in the inside of the hen- 
houses, yet none have met with any 
great success. The experience of 
most breeders goes to show that a 
deal depends upon the construction of 
the building. J. E. Wilkinson, of 
Edmonton, a large poultry breeder, 
from his experience says that-a single 
board henhouse facing the south, with 
both glass windows and cotton win- 
dows at the front gives the best re- 
sults. Such a henhouse, however, is 
not absolutely free from moisture, but 
can be made'so by nailing lath on the 
inside of the studding and rafters, and 
filling the space between the walls 
and the lath with straw. The straw, 
he says, will absorb all of the mois- 
ture, It is more essential, he points 
out, that the ceiling be covered with 
Straw in this manner than the walls, 
as all the moist air is more likely to 
ascend than to descend, 

Some people are not in favor of 
having a straw lining because it is 
likely to harbor vermin, but he points 
out, the straw lining in this respect is 
no worse than a double wall with an 
air space, while on the other hand, 
whenever it is desired, the straw may 
be removed or disinfected by spray- 
ing with a solution of creolin.—Ed- 
monton Bulletin,
